Canning 

During the month, lessons have 
been given on canning soup mix- 
ture, butter beans, peas, and corn, 
The following suggestions have| 
been given on drying vegetables: 

Drying is not a means of utiliz- 
ing vegetables that are not good 
enough to can or to use fresh, It 
cannot improve the quality of any} 
material; it can at most merely 
preserve without deterioration, In 
consequence, there are a number; 
of indispensible prerequisites tc 


product. Material that deterio- 
rates rapidly after gathering, such} 
as sweet corn, must be gotten to 
the drying plant without delay, 
It is impossible to make good 
dried products from vegetables | 
that have been overheated and} 
wilted in transit or upon hucksters’ | 
stalls and have consequently be-| 
gun to undergo destructive chem-| 
ical changes, For first-class prod- | 
ucts the raw material must come | 
fresh and crisp from the field, } 
must undergo rigid examination 
for the removal of all diseased or| 
overripe and decaying portions and | 
must be treated throughout its} 
preparation for the drier in exact} 
accordance with directions. Any| 
material that would not be used} 
for canning or readily accepted | 
for cooking and serving on the) 
table will not make an acceptable | 

| 


dried product. | 
Practically all vegetables, after) 
being sliced or otherwise made} 


ready for the drier, should under- | 
go blanching. It is just here that} 


the final quality of the product 
is largely determined, since the! 


best material will be spoiled by} 
careless or improper blanching. | 
The word “blanching” is a can-| 
ner’s term and is applied to al 
brief treatment of the material 


; with boiling water or steam. There 


are several objects of the treat- 
ment: It stops destructive chem- 
ical changes by destroying the 
agents that produce them, conse-| 
quently prevents darkening or dis-| 
coloration; it preserves or “sets” | 
the natural color; it coagulates| 
some of the soluble constituents; | 
and it kills the protoplasm and} 
consequently accelerates the es-} 
cape of moisture in drying, Blanch- 
ing. must not be confused with 
cooking; it in no sense takes the 
| place of the subsequent cooking | 
in preparation for the table. If 
too long continued, it does harm! 
| by dissolving out some of the valu-| 
|able constituents, by breaking’ 
| down the pigments that give color! 
|to the material, or by converting 
| the starch into a partiany cooked} 
| paste. For these reasons blanch- 
ing, whether accomplished by dip- 
ping in hot water or by exposure} 
to steam, must be carefully and 
intelligently done.

Start Tuberculosis Survey 


In N.E. Section Of Coffee 


ENTERPRISE, Ala,—With the 
elimination of tuberculosis from 
the list of the world’s death-deal- 
ing diseases as a possible goal, a 
squad of national health surveyors 
began work in the northeast sec- 
tion of Coffee County Monday 

Included in the group are Dr, 
L. L, Lumsden and Dr, W. P 
Dearing of the Public Health Sev- 
vice, Washington, and four nurs- 


es, who have made outstanding 
records in surveys and similar 
health service in several States, 


They are Mrs, Helen Noble, Day- 
ton, Ohio; Mrs, Joseph D, Self, 
# native of HWlorence, Ala., now a 
resident of Asheville, N. C.; Miss 
Flora Dick, Louisville, Ky.; and 
Miss Margaret Club, San Francis- 
co. California, 

Dr. Dearing will be in active 
charge, working under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Lumden, 

For the survey the county has 
been figuratively quartered, Three 
months will be devoted to each 
section, allowing a month for com- 
pletion, 

The nurses will make a house 
to house canvas, filling a ques- 
tionnaire with the health history 
and habits of each family and the 
nature of the surrounding prem- 
ises. The history of any known 
case of tuberculosis and its prob- 
able cause will be sought. 

Factors that will be given in- 
tensive study will be the kinds of 
foods grown and eaten, vegetubles, 
fruits, dairy products, ete., in or- 
der to show the mineral and 
tamin content. Analysis will be 
made of the soil with a special 
study of dust, A sunshine meas- 
uring machine will tell of active 
and violet rays.

how to recognize the symptoms 
should they occur, In beginning 
let me assure you that there is 


no need for alarm over the situa- 
tion in Coffee County, The Health 
Officer and members of the Coffee 
County Medical Society are keep- 
ing constantly on the alert and 
will institute proper measures of 
precaution when they deem them 
advisable 

There is no recognized specific 
cure for Infantile Paralysis, though 
there are certain rules of hygiene, 
as well as a nasal spray, composed 
of picric acid and alum, which 
have heen successfully employed 
to prevent the spread of the dia- 
Some of the general rules 
of hygiene are these: 
| 1. Avoid crowds. 
| 2. Keep your children at home, 
letting them play in the open air 
and sunshine, 
| %. Parents should see that chil- 
dren wash their hands before eat- 
ing, that they do not use public 
towels or drinking cups, that they 
cover nose and mouth when 
| coughing or sneezing and keep 
|fingers out of nose and mouth; 
j;put nothing in the mouth which 
has been soiled in the slighest de- 
gree by others. 

4. A child should never be kisa- 
ed on the mouth. He should have 
| good, simple food, and plenty of 
water to drink, He should go to 
| bed early and have regular bowel 
| movements. 

5. Fight flies, mice, rats and 
other vermin and remember that 
fresh air and sunlight are destroy- 
ers of germs, 

In view of the fact that Infan- 
tile Paralysis is thought to be 
transmitted from one individual 
to another by secretions from the 
nose and throat and that it gains 
entrance into the body through 
the lining membrane of the nose, 
® spray composed of picric acid 
and alum is used to lessen the 
secretions from this membrane 
and render it less absorbent to 
foreign particles which are breath- 
ed in. It forms an antiseptic pro- 
tective coating and should be ad- 
ministered by a physician for the 
first few applications at least. It 
is possible that the effect of the 
disease is so slight upon some per- 
sons that it is not recognized and 
yet such persons carry the infec- 
tion to others. 

If your child has fever, vomiting 
and restlessness, put him to bed 
and promptly call your family doc- 
tor. The child may not have In 
fantile Paralysis but if he has, 
prompt action on your part may 
}spare him months and even years 
| of helplessness. The doctor may 
be able to prevent the crippling 
effects which are the worst fea- 
| tures of this disease if he is called 
in before the arms or legs begin 
| to be weak and paralyzed.

‘The melon must} 
be fed at the proper time if we 
are to get the full benefit of its 
value, Sorghum is about the same 
und must be fed at the right time 
or it is about worthless, Green 
sorghum has almost no food value 
for your hogs, while dry sorghum 
is just about 4s poor, If you cut 
and feed the sorghum at the right} 
time it is one of the best feeds 
| known for hogs. There are many 
crops which must be fed at the} 
proper time and we should study} 
these things and see to it that 
we get full value for all feed 
crops grown, I have learned by 
experience that dent corn is a 
most wonderful feed for cows, 
mules and hogs if fed at the right 
time, There is no other crop 
grown in this section which seems 
to bring out our livestock as well 
as does dent corn if fed at thel 
right time. A stalk of dent corn 
that is about ready to shoot is 
almost worthless for feed, while 
a dry stalk is almost as bad, ex- 
cept for the ear of corn, But if 
you will get that stalk of dent 
corn just as the ear matures and 
before the fodder is dry it is a 
most wonderful feed for your

The farmer} 
who feeds all the pursley his hogs|

corn, sorghum, dry peas, squash, | 
watermelons, citrons, Spanish pea-| 
nuts and a few other things may} 
have all the fat hogs he wants. | 
It pays us to push our hogs just | 
as hard as possible. We should 
get every pound of feed in them 
that we can and we should feed 
them regularly. Our mules and 
;}cows do not require such feeding 
but there is no way to feed a hoe 
too much if he will eat it. If you} 
would like to sell a nice fat yearl- 
ing it will pay you to feed him 
for 60 days.

AUBURN, Ala “By growing 
their own supply of summer leg- 
ume seeds this year for payments 
under the Agricultural Conserva- 
ion Program,” Dr, Ll. N, Duncan, 
divector of the Alabama BHxten- 
sion Service, says. 

Under this program, soybeans, 
velvet beans, cowpeas, and other 
summer legumes may earn Class 
Li, or soil-building, payments, Spe- 
cial provisions, which classify these 
legumes &8 soil-conserving except 
When produced for seed for crusn- 
ing, were included in the program 
for the Southern Region with the 
idea of encouraging farmers to 
produce in 19386 their own supply 
of seed for use in 1987, 

Planting time, Duncan says, is 
the time to plan for the next 
year's seed supply, and “every 
farmer in the Southern Region 
should grow ample quantities of 
legume seed to meet his needs in 
L937." 

Dr, Duncan points out that pro- 
ducers may plant legume crops in 
rows now and qualify for adjust- 
ment payments and at the same 
time produce abundant supplies of 
seed for use in 1987, The supply 
for 1936 seems adequate if farmers 
use diligent care in making the 
seed cover as much iand as pos- 
sible to insure a_ satisfactory 
stand In the past, there have} 
| been times when the lack of a 
ready supply of seed has kept} 
|farmers from rowing more soil-|
